- \Battle for new 
college opens 
greatest ‘year

As college opened in Sep- 
tember, the greatest year in 
the history of Santa Ana jay- 
se dawned, with the begin- 
ning of the battle for a new 
campus, which culminated 
in a hard-won, but final vic- 
tory after 12 years of 
struggle. 


The school board bought the site 
for the junior college on 17th 
street and asked the voters of 
Santa Ana to vote a $994,000 
bond issue. Ralph C. Flewelling, 
Long Beach architect, drew up 
~plans for the new campus and the 
battle began. 


Jaysee students promptly rallied 
to the cause and began a cam- 
paign to get Santa Ana voters to 
register for the Bond Issue elec- 
tion, which was to be held October 
31. 

Civic groups help 

With October came the support 
of the business and civic organiza- 
tions. Ralph Smedley, prominent 
figure in city business circles, was 
named to head the campaign for 
the business interests. To the jay- 
see banner came the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Santa Ana 
Independent, the PTA’S and other 
organizations. A speakers’ bureau 
Was organized and students went 
out to speak for the new junior 
college under the auspices of these 
organizations. 

As the days passed, the cam- 
paign gained momentum and Dud- 
ley Morrison, prominent business- 
man, was named civic committee 
head. There were radio  broad- 
casts, and Director -John H. Mc- 
Coy spoke over KVOE in support 
of the project. 

; Bonds pass 

Sound trucks paraded through 
the streets until election day. The 
noted commentator, Manchester 
Boddy, also came out in support 
of the campaign. c 

And at last VICTORY. Citizens 
of Santa Ana voted the bond issue 
through, 3-1 ,despite opposition, 
and the last of a long series of 
campaigns was successful. As Oc- 
tober 31 drew to a close, Director 
McCoy went on the air to thank 
the people for their support, and 
El Don, for the first time in its 
‘history came out with an extra 
bearing a 72-point banner to an- 
nounce the results. 

With the winning of the elec- 
tion, plans for building the cam- 
pus moved forward. In January, 
Halsey, Stuart and Company took 
the $994,000 worth of junior col- 
lege bonds. 

Plan to move 

Plans were made to move the 
bungalows to the site of the Board 
of Education building and to util- 
ize that structure to take the 
place of the present college hall 
when the twilight sessions open in 
July. : 

In the midst of this, with the 
school year practically ended, 
more confusion was_ introduced 
when an engineer of the Buffum’s 
Company declared College Hall 
unable to withstand an _ earth 
quake, and the structure which has 
served for thirteen years was or- 
dered abandoned immediately. 

Thus went the year as far as 
the campus was concerned, and 
the students of the junior college 
and returning servicemen can look 
forward in the near future to an 
era of improved educational op- 
portunity in a new and beautiful 
campus.

Men’s clubs assume prominent

Only 
two of the several clubs on the 
campus to reorganize, these or- 
ganizations assumed a leading role 
in. college politics and social af- 
fairs. 


The Gauchos, taking out a pe- 
tition for reorganization in Febru- 
ary, were the first to get going 
and lost na time in acquiring the 
specified number of members, 
using their five former members as 
a nucleus. Getting off to a great 
start, they sponsored the annual 
Spring Sport dance, an affair 
which was acclaimed a social suc- 
cess. 


Recently they have worked 
their way into power politically by 
electing two of their members in- 
to the offices of prexy and vice 
prexy for the coming semester be- 
sides having their man in the run- 
off for secretary-treasurer. 


The Buccaneers, starting a 
month behind the Gauchos, lost no 
time in getting under way and 
put on a whirlwind campaign dur- 
ing the election which served to 
stir up plenty of interest in the 
vote, a thing which had been lack- 
ing up to then. They too have 
been busy with social affairs of 
their own, although they did not 
sponsor any school event due to 
their late reactivation. 


No limit on 
fall enrollment 
says director 


Santa Ana Junior college will 
not turn away any veterans or 
former students who wish to enter 
in the fall, according to John H. 
McCoy, college director. 

To ease the minds of returning 
vets who desire to come to school 
here next year, Mr. McCoy stated 
that all will be taken care of de- 
spite the fact that he expects the 
enrollment to be approximately 
double the present figure of over 
400. 

Methods of accomodating the 
expected increase in students in 
the all ready cramped college fac- 
ilities, now located in the Board 
of Education building and bunga- 
lows, will be worked on and should 
be ready by the time the fall term 
starts.

Spearheaded by the passing and 
running of Paul Baxley, coupled 
with the drive of Jack Hood, the 
White aggregation marched to a 
score the first time they got hold 
of the ball; the drive was good for 
60 yards. Featuring the assault 
was a 30 yard pass from Baxley 
to end Jim Thornberg. From there 
Hood and Baxley drove to the 10 


and then the White tailback cock- 
ed his ‘arm once more and hit 
“Harty” Smith in the end zone 
for the touchdown. Thornberg 
dropped back and split the up- 
rights for what proved to be the 
game winning point.

Taking over the ball on their 
own~45 yard stripe, Cook’s club 
drove to a touchdown in seven 
plays. Nafziger passed to halfback 
Joe Osterman, the aerial plus run 
going for 35 yards. Big Jim and 
Dick Roehm packed the pigskin on 
down to the White 18 and from 
there the burfy Nafziger faded 
back and threw to Don Rehm who 
plucked the ball from between two 
defenders in the corner of the end 
zone. Nafziger’s place kick was a 
foot wide and the game ended 
with the Reds one point behind.

That the balance of power was 
well divided by the Don coaching 
staff was shown by the eveness of 
the fray, most of which was spent 
in midfield. 

Although ragged in spots, play 
was impressive enough to give the 
fans a good idea of what the Dons 
will field next fall. Baxley, Naf- 
ziger, and Hood looked good in the 
backfield, while Jim Cook was 
probably the outstanding lineman 
on the field.

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RETIRING SUPERINTENDENT 
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rank A. Henderson devotes life 


educational improvement —

Curious spectators stood watching the two men un- 
pack the crude camera from the horse-drawn buggy, as 
preparations for the advertising program to be presented 
on behalf of the Chautaqua were underway. Darkness 
gradually enveloped the town after the arrangements 
were completed and the assemblage increased for the 
free show, consisting of slides of famous individuals star- 
ring in the Chataqua which would soon come to town. The 
camera flickered when the roller films projected the slide 
on a canvas placed against a large cement wall in the 
temporary outdoor theater. 

Electric lights were absent as an acetylene tank pro- 
vided the only method of illumination for making neces- 
sary adjustments to the rather aged and definitely worn 
camera. The first familiar figure to be flashed on the 
screen was that of William Jennings Bryan, the great 
orator of the era; but his appearance was cut short when 
the man behind the camera apolgetically yelled, ‘Sorry, 
ladies and gentlemen, but the film has broken again.” The 
interruption caused by the non-cooperative film also mark- 
ed a momentary lull in the sales talk being delivered by 
a slim dar-haired man who had been consistently giving 
a short parallel speech on the distinctive Bryan. 

The young man stepped from his position beside the 
screen and walked back to discuss the pause with his 
partner. Finally, after the repair was completed, the ad- 
vertising campaign was resumed as photographs of pro- 
hibitionist Carrie Nation, evangelist Billy Sunday, and the 
Negro Jubilee singers claimed attention. The audience re- 
sponded with a round of applause after seeing the figure 
and hearing a dissertation on each famed character, plus 
a summary of the topics to be included in the discussions 
in the forthcoming Chataqua. 

Henderson as Chataqua Manager 

“Managing the Chataqua was not an easy task,’ ad- 
mits Superintendent of Schools Frank A. Henderson, as he 
remembers the endless days of hiring personalities and 
arranging for the programs to be presented beneath the 
tent top. One of his main jobs was to give pep talks, as 
he and a companion traveled around announcing the fu- 
ture performances. This tall man, who had the persuasive 
ability to direct a camp show, will soon retire from the 
educational system of Santa Ana after spending most of 
his life, except for the Chataqua and other minor devi- 
ations, in the field of education. 

Long before Frank Henderson thought of Chataqua, 
teaching, or any of the other numerous occupations which 
dotted his career, he was born and reared in the rural

farming district of Iowa. He attended a typical one room 
school with the instructor imparting knowledge to stu- 
dents ranging in station from the first to the eighth grade. 

Transportation was at a minimum as horseback and 
carriages supplied the main source of passage to and from 
the seat of learning. He experienced his first train ride 
while traveling to the county seat to take the examinations 
for advancement from the eighth grade. At the time he 
was the only young person from his district eligible to take 
the tests; he successfully completed the requirements and 
was promoted to the challenging studies at the Clearfield, 
Iowa, high school. 


Worked In Spare Time 

As in the primary system, the secondary schools lack- 
ed facilities for sports, curtailed student government, and 
provided a meager amount of entertainment for the hard 
working members of the student body. “In contrast to the 
present school policy, a regular curriculum was designated 
for each student without any electives allowed,’’ empha- 
sized Mr. Henderson.Thus four years of high school passed 
by and he graduated a senior in high standing from Clear- 
field high school. 

For three years Mr. Henderson worked in a local 
bank, one of the two in the small prosperous community 
near which he lived. He acted as bookkeeper and general 
teller; he was second in importance, regardless of his 
youth ,because the entire banking staff consisted of him- 
self and an older man. A similar force ran the other 
bank. In fact,-a classmate was assisting in the rival bank, 
and it happened that one day both the older heads were 
away. Consequently, the lure of the baseball diamond 
beckoned and they .closed both the banks and departed 
for the ball park! He continued his banking career later 
by working during vacations and in his spare time. 

.With one diploma in hand, Frank Henderson left his 
hometown and enrolled in the United Presbyterian col- 
lege at Tarkio, Missouri, from which he obtained a certifi- 
cate of graduation. One of his schoolmates while attending 
peti was Dr. Albert Kelly, who now resides in Santa 

na.

town, Henderson boarded at the 
home of the director of the Paw- 
nee academy, where by coincidence 
there was a vacant spot in the 
headmaster’s position. Henderson 
was offered the post, but returned 
to Tarkio to complete his require- 
ments and receive his degree be- 
fore accepting the headmastership 
the next term. Thus, started a 
career in educational administra- 
tion which was destined to: initi- 
ate a life’s work dedicated to the 
capable ’*management of school af- 
fairs. 
Headmaster to principal 

From Henderson’s first admin- 
istrative office at the Pawnee 
academy he next became principal 
of the Clarinda high school, Iowa, 


before being appointed superin- 


| tendent of the Clarinda schools, a 


position which he held for six 
years. 

In 1917 as superintendent of the 
Clarinda schools he hired a history 
teacher named Bertha Woodworth. 
She had just received her teach- 
ing credentials after graduating 
from Grinnell college, and was to 
join the teaching staff. Two years

In submitting his resignation to 
the Board recently he stated: 

“These fourteen years have been 
difficult ones, more difficult than 
any others of any school man’s ex- 
perience. First, a serious depres- 
sion when teachers and adminis- 
trators were deprived of adequate 
income and shorn of the hope of 
solution; then, the war with it’s 
profound disturbance of all the 
normal processes of education; 
constant struggle to maintain 4a 
staff of instructors in the elemer- 
tary field on the one hand, and on 
the other hand, a surplus in the 
other fields due to the return of 
military personnel. We have been 
fortunate and the _ processes of 
education have gone forward in 
spite of these difficulties.”
